The follow ing, which appeared in the Winnipeg Free Press 
of Tuesday, August 7, 1934, is a subs tantially complete sum- 
mary of the Stevens pamphlet, which has been suppressed on 
the orders of Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett and about which such a 
storm of controversy has arisen since this sensational action 
was taken. It is being reproduced by The Edmonton Bulletin 
today as The Bulletin believes that it is a public document, 
issued by a public man, and that its contents should be given 
in the public interest.

The Stevens statement is dated July 27, 
was first put into circulation last Thursday or Friday. 
form it is an exact duplicate of the ordinary reports of the 
bureau of statistics. Only upon examination does it emerge 
that the bureau is not mentioned. 


On the front page appear the following statements in 
large type: 

“Price spreads and mass buying.” 

“An explanation of the work done and results achiev- 
ed by the special select committee of the House of Com- 
mons.” 

“Deplorable conditions in some businesses revealed.” 

“Hon, H. H. Stevens declares he will never rest until 
remedies are found and does not care what happens.” 

“Wages cut when fabulous profits made.” 

“Minister of Trade and Commerce issues warning of 
gravity of outrageous situation and danger to our con- 
stitutional structure.” 

STATEMENT SIGNED BY STEVENS 
The statement then begins, unde 
Stevens: 

“T have studied Canadian affairs assiduously during 
my term in parliament. I have tried to keep in touch with 
the interests of the people at large. I think my interests 
have been largely wrapped up in those of the general pub- 
lic and, during recent years in particular, certain things 
have become very deeply impressed upon my mind. 

“It became abundantly clear to me that a great sec- 
tion of the people of Canada was laboring under unusual 
handicaps. There was acute suffering. I refer to the farm- 
ing community. It is true that citizens generally have 
suffered also, but I think there is no class of the people 
that have to endure such a broad levelling down. That is 
my impression, that is my conviction. Approximately 50 
per cent. of the people of Canada are agricultural, directly 
or indirectly associated with that industry. I think I am 
justified in saying that the broad basis upon which our 
national economic life exists is agriculture. I am not un- 
mindful of all other activities, but cannot escape that mag- 
nitude of our farming industry. 

“Therefore, it was impressed upon my mind very 
vividly that those who were more or less responsible for 
the economic life as well as the public life of the country, 
must address themselves the problem of the solution 
of the difficulties of agriculture. That is one point I want 
to make.” 


CITES DIFFICULTIES 

What are the difficulties? Mr. Stevens divides them 
into two classes. There are external or world conditions. 
He studied these but concluded that Canada could not 
make any very wide contribution to the solution on world 
problems. The government, however, has done its best. 

There are internal causes. My, Stevens deals with 
various agricultural products in this regard. He finds that 
wheat is exported in such large quantities when compared 
with home consumption that “we can do little there.” 

“We have done what we could,” he says, “but we 
could not control prices. 

“But turn to other products, about 98 per cent. of our 
beef is consumed in Canada. Therefore, I assert, I dogma- 
tize on this, that the conditions regarding beef are within 
our control. Of our bacon and hog products 90 per cent. 
is consumed in Canada. Butter is all controlled in Canada. 
More than 320,000,000 pounds or thereabouts is consumed 
in the Dominion and about 4,000,000 pounds exported, 
which is a mere bagatelle. Between 40 and 50 per cent. of 
our cheese is consumed in Canada. Eggs are practically 
all consumed in the Dominion. 

“Take those products which pretty well cover the 
major activities of agriculture and it at once becomes clear 
that a substantial portion of our problems, so far as agri- 
culture is concerned, is within the control of Canada. Be- 
ing within our control it was our duty, to my mind, to ad- 
dress ourselves to achieving an equitable distribution of 
these products on a reasonably profitable basis. When I 
made a speech in Winnipeg in the fall of 1933 on the ques- 
tion of livestock, I did it because I felt that there was no 
justification for hh low price that was being paid to the 
farmers for these things. Hogs were gradually rising, 
because of the amount that we could get over to the Brit- 
ish market under the imperial trade agreement. But for 
beef, when you find a western producer of first-class steers, 
high-grade, well finished steers, getting as some of them 
did, as low as a cent and a half a pound on the ranch, and 
two and a quarter cents and so on in the Winnipeg mar- 
ket, the thing is outrageous 
SOUGHT FOR CAUSES 

“It seemed to me to be something that we had to face. 
I looked earnestly for causes and I became convinced that 
the bringing of the control of that great industry into the 
hands virtually of one concern certainly not more than 
two—indicated that here lay, perhaps, part of the cause of 
our trouble. I was convinced then and I am more than con- 
vinced now, as a result of the investigations we have car- 
ried on, that these companies controlled that business, I 
am only going to cite in that respect one point, and it is

“The engines behaved extreme- 
ly well except for some trouble 
with the carburetors. It was this 
that put the gasoline consumption 
up. When we got into this muck 
Jimmy opened the throttle to 
climb and the carburetors froze 
open. We didn't dare close them 
in case they should freeze shut 
and cause the engine to fail. That 
is what upset the whole trip. 

The engines were using 17 to 18 
gallons instead of the usual 10. 
When we landed we had about 200 
gallons left
